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Death Corner Action 


It’s combustible rubbish contract time again. 

The City Council this week ordered the advertising for bids 
for the city’s contract covering the disposal of trimmings and 
other combustible rubbish. Councilmen, however, authorized a 
departure from other years in the method of bidding. Rubbish 

_^ contractors may make alternate 

^ . bids. 

Besides bidding for a con- 
tract with the city, such as 
the present one with John Ave- 
^00 desian, contractors may offer a 

tAc bid on the so-called franchise 

system of rubbish pickup. 

Under the franchise system, 
such as is used in Arcadia, 
rubbish collectors do not enter 
into a contract with the city, 
hut contract with individual 
householders for the pickup 
service. A franchise is given 
by the city to allow the con¬ 
tractor to operate. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
pointed out that a number of 
residents in Sierra Madre have 
no combustible rubbish, “but 
they have to pay for the pick¬ 
up service anyway.” 

City Attorney T. Guy Comyn 
remarked that the franchise 
system works "very well” in 
Arcadia. 

In urging that advertise¬ 
ments for bids be sent out 
right away, Councilman Noren 
Eaton said: 

“I am reminded of the pre¬ 
dicament we were in last year.” 
When the council waited too 
long, he said, “we had to op¬ 
erate the pickup for two 
months ourselves.” 

The contract with Mr. Ave- 
desian expires on Feb. 28.

The old greeting cards (birth¬ 
day cards are OK too) will 
help provide the rice to keep 
“untouchables” of India alive. 

Peter Caironi, a missionary 
of N. Malabar, Cherukunnu, 
India, and his helpers will re¬ 
make these cards — inscribed 
and battered as they may be 
—into beautiful new ones to be 
sold. The missionary will use 
the cash to buy rice to keep 
India’s lowly “untouchables” 
alive. 

As a result of this care given 
them, these starving people 
will receive “caste” and no 
longer be outcasts among 
their countrymen. 

Mr. Jackson has said he will 
foot the bill of shipping cards 
to the missionary in India. 


The City of Sierra Madre officially went on record Tuesday 
night as "demanding that the state do something" towards cor¬ 
recting the traffic hazards on Foothill at Baldwin and Michil- 
linda. The action was recommended by Councilman Noren Eaton 
and quickly voted through by the other city fathers. Copies of tbs

Sierra Madreans in the 
northern sections of town have 
been forced to sit through 
unscheduled “concerts” several 
nights during the past week. 

The not-very-musical din is 
caused by packs of yowling 
coyotes, apparently forced by 
snow and floods from their 
mountain homes. 

Residents on Sunnyside, 
Toyon Road, Elm and Carter 
have reported hearing the dis¬ 
cordant yipping. Dogs in the 
neighborhood generally join 
in on the choruses, one house¬ 
holder reported. 


William D. Cahill renewed his campaign this week to end 
the “death corner” hazard at Foothill boulevard and Baldwin 
avenue. His appeal—this time to California Governor Earl War¬ 
ren—followed the traffic deaths Sunday of a mother and her 
4-month-old son near the corner. It also followed by slightly 
more than a year other at¬ 
tempts to curb the menace— 
attempts made by Mr. Cahill 
through state and county traf¬ 
fic officials. 

“I am appealing to you to 
correct a very bad situation 
that exists in our area,” stat¬ 
ed Mr. Cahill in his letter to 
Gov. Warren. He termed Bald¬ 
win at Foothill and Michillin- 
da at Foothill “two dangerous 
intersections that are our out¬ 
lets to the south.” 

Citing the increases in pop¬ 
ulation and traffic, the local 
realtor pointed out that the 
Baldwin intersection is “ex¬ 
tremely hazardous” since there 
is a large girls’ school (An- 
oakia) at this corner. 

Mr. Cahill said Alma J. 

Wylie, director of the school, 
has written both the State 
Highway Commission and the 
Highway Patrol appealing for 
relief of the traffic hazard. 

"And I have written the 
State Highway Commission in 
Los Angeles . . . and they have 
told me the accident frequency 
at this intersection does not 
demand action on their part,” 
he continued. “To my knowl-

The position of city water 
superintendent was created by 
the City Council Tuesday 
night, and Al Freeland was 
appointed to fill it. 

The veteran water depart¬ 
ment employee was appointed 
upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Lawrence Wash- 
bum, who said Mr. Freeland 
is "in all ways competent.” 

Mr. Freeland has been serv¬ 
ing the city as assistant water 
superintendent. The job created 
Tuesday night calls for a sal¬ 
ary of $350 a month.. 
Councilman Washburn sug¬ 
gested the new position in 
view of recent increases in the 
scope of the water department 
—specifically, the operation of 
the water conservation project.

Low Flood Areas

Subdividers of land lying 
below flood control levels 
would have to post notice of 
such low level, if legislation 
planned for county sponsorship 
is approved by the State Leg¬ 
islature at its next session. 

County supervisors last week 
mulled over the seriousness of 
the problem and requested 
that certain tract maps for sub¬ 
divisions in known flood areas 
be referred back to the Region¬ 
al Planning Commission for 
further study. 

Under California State Divi¬ 
sion of Real Estate require¬ 
ments, no provision is made for 
protection of buyers within 
flood areas. 

It was pointed out that "we 
have tracts under development 
where property will become in¬ 
undated by flood waters at a 
future date. By then the sub¬ 
divider has his money and is 
gone, and the public officials 
get the blame for it.”

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FIRE 

FLAMES 


For the first time in a long 
time, attendance was very 
poor for the recent drill and 
meeting. This was due mostly 
to sickness. Several of the fel¬ 
lows had to stay at home on 
account of colds. ’Twas a bad 
night to be out at any rate, 
and those that sought the 
warmth of home were not too 
dumb. 

A very great responsibility 
rests on the shoulders of the 
members of the fire depart¬ 
ment and it ill-bchooves any 
of us to place the load onto 
someone else. 

Many things must be done 
about the fire department. Ne¬ 
glect may mean disaster. It is 
sincerely hoped that members 
attend regularly and remain 
interested. 

It is realized that the yule- 
tide was strenuous with the 
nights out after a hard day’s 
work and all that. However, a 
fire-fighter must be tough and 
we are—hey brothers? 

We asked for rain, and, this 
time, got it. Mo Thomas, one 
of our most loyal fire-fighters, 
is among those who suffered 
loss, due to the weather. The 
side of the hill on which his 
house stands, moved with the 
water. The house now is very 
near to the edge. 

Far below his house stands 
the home of Louis George, an¬ 
other of our faithful smoke 
eaters. He has been yelling for 
some fill dirt and the rains 
brought it to him at the ex¬ 
pense of Mo. 

He is now doing everything 
possible to prevent Mo’s house 
from falling into his bathroom. 
Louie said he didn’t mind the 
Thomases coming in for a vis¬ 
it, but he objects to their bring¬ 
ing their house along. 

It is hard to imagine a fire 
getting started in all this 
dampness—but it can happen. 
It is less likely now than lat¬ 
er. That is why we ask that 
residents who anticipate burn¬ 
ing something in the open— 
get in touch with the fire de¬ 
partment soon, or before the 
dry season arrives. 

The base of your outdoor 
burning is not the most likely 
spot for an unwanted fire to get 
started. We must bear in mind 
that sparks or embers from an 
open fire will soar to unknown 
regions. Many puzzling fires 
come from this .source. This 
will help explain the urgent 
need for burning while the vi¬ 
cinity is very damp, including 
the shingles of your neigh¬ 
bor’s roof. 

It is because of our careful¬ 
ness in this matter that we 
are able to report such a low 
fire loss for so many years. 
Stay with it.
